Mirror, filed on 11/7/03. Claim 1 is pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by United States 
Patent No. 6759787 to Miller et al. 

The patent to Miller et al. discloses a substrate (12) and a platform (14) elevated 
above the substrate and supported by curved flexures (16) the flexures a substantial 
result form variations in intrinsic residual stress within the flexures (See Col. 3, lines 24- 
33 for a description on how the stress gradient in the flexure causes curvature of the 
flexure).
